, Aft/Oynce staudiird of fsilvor is now 
worth but 53^ d.,or tlun-eubouts. Four 
years ago it wua woith tJOd., aud ten 
years nyo ti2il. Tho fall is heavy, aud 
tlio more alarming because it does not 
ev'eu yet appear to have sloppod. To 
those who are so unfortumUoly jjlncod 
as to receive cawh pnvmeiitH in silver, 
while lliey have to miiko lli'.'ui in ^old, 
this means a heavy loss. Indian peu- 
siouera who live in Eiighmd iiro in this 
position; Indian railway companies 
who buy materials here are in this 
position; and so are exporters to tho 
East, who buy goods at Mauchestor 
for gold aud sell ihom ut Oidcutta or 
Hongkong for silver. "With the latter 
class the continued decline of silver in 
the market has long been most dis- 
tracting; they have found their custo- 
mers in the East always unwilling to 
pay increased prices, aud no sooner 
has aa iucresed price iu silver been ' 
obtained than it has become unreinun- 
erative to the seller of goods bought 
and paid for in gold. With silver be- 
coming every day more plentiful it 
is inevitable that prices expressed iu 
silver standard currencies must rise, 
but that rise means no gain to the re» 
cipient of silver money when he has 
.to gain BO much mora of it for gold, 
-iife fluctuations in the price of the 
ntstal have been fatal to all long cou- 
I'teiota whore silver is the medium of 
payment; everybody wauts it to be 
paid at once, so tliat he may turn it 
into gold and realize his gain and see 
where he stands before the market 
again runs Away from him. The fall 
has been disastrous because heavy, 
and it hampers trade still because it 
'"is continuous. The bioad facts as to 
supply and demand may therefore be 
usefully sketched. First, the supply, 
which has become larger than ever of 
lati "years, ' owing to discoveries in 
the Western States of America, has 
been suddenly iucreased by the de- 
monetization of silver in Germany. 
The Germans took to coining gold in 
1871, and ever since that year the 
Government at Berlin has been 
Bwamped with an influx of obsolete 
silver coius from every part of the 
Empire, and in its turu 1ms swamped 
the bullion markets of the world with 
'old metal.' This is what has mainly 
caused the fall, there is no doubt, but 
we cannot say that it is this alone. It 
would be an easy sum iu arithmetic to 
show that Germany, havini,' forced 
two-thirds of its useless silver ou Iho 
market, has reduced that metal from 
60ff, to64d,. and that therefore tho 
release of the remaining third should 
reduce the price from S-ld. to i>ld. per 
oz. But these calculations Icivo out 
many side forces, and are not the 
slightest guide to tho vagaries of a 
market. It is possible that the efl'eol 
of the further mass of silver — nearly 
£20,000,000— which has yet to coiuo, 
sooner or later, from Gbrmauy, has 
been already 'discontinued' — i. c, 
provided for in rulv:inco; and it it> cer- 
tain that the low value of silver must 
immediately reduce the world's pro- 
duction of that metal, for silver min- 
ing, like other industries, is only car- 
ried on when somethinp: like a prolit 
can be obtained. Uut lueanwhilo the 
demand remains limited. India 
seems a!)le to al)soi-b less rather Lhau 
more of the metal, the reason buiug tu 
some extent the poverty of that great 
but mainly agricultural country. Oihcr 
. minor absorbing countries are also 
struck dead, like so nr.iny Sleeping 
Beauties, as rogsirds tlit-ir trade. Until 
Eastern trade and the wealth of India 
make a better appearance we see 
nothing to check a yet further fall in 
the price of silver.— 'Trade Journal.'

The situation in Europe is beooming 
daily more alarmiog. "Armed peace" is 
too great a strain on the reaourceH of nil 
the-Gontinental -OOUDtrios. To maintain 
vast armies oa a war footing in time of 
peacQ is found to bo more exponsivo than 
t6 Bond thom aoroas the border to f orago 
on o neighboring people. At home these 
immonso organizations of non producers 
eat the substance of. the country without 
goring an equivalentin ^lifiihape^bf pro- 
duptiy^^Hhor. Abroad^they may succeed 
in Qb,taiiiaing.at least food without die- 
•tF^spfilV their own people. "War means 
:^aStJ'i but a standing army that absorbs 
the flower of tlie country into its ranks 
lessens the hauda requirod iti produotivo 
pursuits and oreatua into a burthen what 
ought to be a country's chief support. At 
tho present moment Russia has 2,000,000 
of men ready for activo service; Germany 
and Ffftnoe each 1,500.000; Austria, 1,- 
Opb.pOO; and all the other powers 1.000,- 
tfro-rnKking o total of 7.000,000 of sol- 
d.ie?a ready -lit. a moment's warning to 
spriorat e^cli other's throats. This state 
of things cannot last long. Europe is 
sitting on a powder magazine with firoall 
"about, and tbo slightest spark might pre- 
cipitate an explosion in comparison with 
which the lato Franco Pi ussian war was 
hut a torpedo. Tlio Herezegoviau rebel 
lion is watchod with keen interest by all 
tho powers. lu its early suppression rests 
the safety of TurKey; for should the 
struggle be prolonged .-aud Bnssia. Aus- 
.trifk;*nd P.i;uB8ia. arrive at an understand- 
ing as to the share of the plunder that 
sKall faU to each, there would boagener- 
"al forward movement of tho three armies 
•upoa t)'o Mahomiiedans. What preserves 
the Turks from being driven back into 
Asia is the mutual dislike and distrust 
with which tho three powers neorost the 
borders of the Ottoman Empire regard 
each other. England, with the Suez 
Omal in her hands, has Egypt at her feet 
and her great highway to Ipdia seonre. 
In the midst of the general disquietude 
J'ranoe'.ii'watbhiog for her-''opportnn'ity.'' 
An itniancfl with the Muscovite is the 
object' nearest the hearts of her stales- 
'inen, and a rupture between Bussia ond 
Prussia would be regarded by the French 
as affording an opportunity for the recov- 
ery of their Rhine possessions recently 
taken by Prussia. In the face of the 
general armament it would seem almpat 
impossible to avoid a general war 'it" ao 
early day.

Were road from Sistor Mary Providonoe 
informing tho Council that sbo fears tho 
drain loading from St. .Tosoph's Hospital 
to Humboldt street may prove a nuisaneo 
and submitting the matter to the oonai- 
dotation of tho Corporation. 

Referred to the Street Committeo for 
report. 

From H.W. Doscher, asking tlie roason 
why ho cannot have tho water laid on to 
his laundry, stating that it will only i'"- 
quiro 500 foot of inch pipe to meet bin 
requirements, and quoting tlio instance 
of tlio laying of pipes to tho prcmi-HOs of 
Henry Rhodes, Esq., as a precedent for 
granting his application. 

On motion tho matter was referroil to 
tiio Water Commissioner, it being under- 
stood that the City will defray tho cost of 
laying of tho pipe if tho applicant thinks 
lit to purchase same.

London, April 8.— B*rly in the fore- 
noon au unprecedented nrowd flocked 
from ov(!ry iliroclion to all points on llie 
river, from which a view ol' the eonli^st 
couUl bu bad.

Vienna, April 8. — News has been re- 
ceived here of extraordinary atrocities 
committed by BosniiiQ Idsntge'nts upon 
the Mohammedan and Christian inhabi- 
tants for refusing to take part in tho in- 
surrection. It is alleged that several 
villages of Chlesnia have boon destroyed 
by fire aud two geu d'armos and a Turk- 
ish hotol keeper with his wife and four 
children were burned alive. It is also 
stated that a ohristiaa who refused to 
obey the injunctions of thoiuHurgouta was 
massacred with his whole family. A 
party of insurgents made a raid on tho 
Khonha district sotting liro to 250 houses 
in Pasiiitea and killing more than 200 in- 
nocent people. Tho christians suffer 
equally with Mohammedans. It is re- 
ported that tho insurrection in Bosnia is 
spreading, fighting was reported yes- 
terday. 

London, April 10.— Tho ratio of dis- 
count for three months' bills in open 
market is 1 per cont. , which is '4 por 
cent below tho Bank of England ratio. 

In tho House of Commons this evening 
Bourko, Under Secretary for the ForeiKn 
Department, replying to a question of 
Elliott about the unexpended balance of 
the Geneva. award, said tho arbitration 
conimission would leave it at Washington 
until July, when the question of surplus 
will bo decided. Tho English Govern- 
ment had made no ropresontation and 
had no intention of taking any action in 
the matter.

Domestic Service. 

Several servants reply in the ''Tele- 
graph" to llr. Keade's letter on do- 
mestic .service which has appeared in 
our columns. "Martha" writes: — 
"There is only one place out of twenty 
where servants are treated any better 
than dogs. Many servants aro kept 
drudging at work eighteen hours but 
of tho twenty-four for .£8 or jGlO per 
annum. Mr. Reado forgot that servants 
require clothes, or wore any out. How 
much pocket money would she have out 
of £10 after bnj-ing three pairs of boots, 
two or three drosses, o j ickot, shawl, and 
bonnet, caps and aprons, to say nothing 
of underclothing ? Perhaps poor Mary 
Jano has besides this a sick mother or 
|)aralyBod father, to whom she gives a 
pound or two a year out of hor small 
earnings. **»-*»* 
Lot mistresses show a little more kind- 
ne.ss to those who do their dirty work, in- 
stead of grumbling, and using their white 
pocket handkerchiefs to dust the furni- 
ture with, in case Mary Jane has loft a 
smut upon it, and then Mr. Reado will 
find there are plenty of good servants still 
to bo found who will not starve in the 
midst of plenty." 

"A Happy Barmau" says he has seen a 
groat deal of life in domestic servico, 
"whilst living with a lady, as ahe called 
herself, but could not have been, or she 
would ,aol; bare kept me out five nights a 
week to'balls ond dinner parties, and 
oblige me to ho up next morning at six 
o'clock." A servant is also obliged, he 
complains, "to touch his hat every time 
your lady or gentleman speaks to yon, 
and you answer every call." A Happy 
Barman" asks Mr. Beads if he had oon- 
sideres all this ? 

"A'servant for thirteen ye»rs" denies 
that domestic service is "a very easy or 
delightful occupation." She says as a rule 
"it is a most galling slavery." If service 
is so good a thing, our correspondent 
asks, why is it that womeu will put up 
with anything rather than take to it?" 
She says: 

"Mr. Rcade ia greatly mistaken if he 

thinks one servant in twenty gets a bod- 
room to herself. I went to a house the 
other day in Belgravia where tho servants' 
rooms might with a great deal more jus- 
tice be called pigsties than tho homes 
from which tliey came. The footman's 
room Was a ,sm ill one on the ground floor 
about 7 ft. square. The walls were drip- 
ping with dam|), and everything in the 
room w-as covered with blue mould. Tho 
two female servants slept in an attic, in 
about 3 ft of which ouly you might, per- 
haps, stand upright." ."Vs to tho rise of 
servants' wages, she asks Mr. Reado if "it 
is not a qaestiou of stipply and demand," 
or i: he faneiea that ladies are giving more 
wages than they gave ten years ago from 
an excess of good nature." She adds, "Lot 
ladies makn their houses more like homes 
and Icsa like jirisons. and then women 
will not prefer starvation for plenty, if it 
can bo ubtaiued without loss of self- 
respect." 

"A Domestic Servant" says that when 

Mr. Ro d asserts that, previous to onter- 
tering service, women of this class are 
fed on bacon and rod herrings and live 
iu a "piggory," ho ia mistaken. "He 
must have come from Ireland," our cor- 
respondent thinks, "where people may, 
perhaps, live in that style. But tho 
noblomen and gentlemen of England 
must get credit for providing their tenants 
with neat four roomed cottages, with the 
option of knocking two into one if they 
choose, as the writer's parents havodone." 
Writing apparently under tho influonco of 
excited foolinea, "A True Domestic" says 
she "boldly challenges Mr. O. Beade's as- 
sertions about domestics. There is no 
class of iieoide who endure more drudg- 
ery." Slio coinplaiiis that they have to 
wcMir "tbo delightful cap always on tho 
head to diHtingiiish maid from mistress;" 
and ends by warning Mr. Reade not to 
"go on Primrose Hill on Sunday 
next, iu ca^e ho comes down with a run, 
and no wool on the top ot his head."
